What Did Government Do? 

What effort had the Borden gov- 
ernment made to counteract these in- 
fluences? Was a great recruiting cam- 
paign undertaken in Quebec to coun- 
teract the Nationalist propaganda that 
had been so freely sown in 1911. 

“Is it any wonder,” asked Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, that t was necessary 
for the Borden regime to attempt to 
force upon Quebee the Military Se 
vice act which through its own de- 
linquency has become necessary ?"* 

Sir Wilfrid went on to say “that is 
not the way I want to govern Quebec 
or to govern any other part of this 
Dominion Quebee will do s part 
when it has been appealed to fairly 
and honestly.

Wanted Soldiers 
Disfranchised. 
Dr. Michael Clark, 
of Parliament for Red Deer, and 
candidate of the Collusion Govern- 
ment in that riding, is represented 
as championing in an especial way 
the views, rights, and interests of 
the soldiers at the front. It is 
pertinent to recall that Dr, Clark 
used his position as a member of 
Parliament to attempt to prevent 
the soldiers being given the right 
to vote.
